The distriet. presidents alse maintain si- 
lence as to their ‘personal-opinion on the 
proposition,’ excepting President Fahy, 
who, after he arrived from Boston, today, 
gave an inkling as to how he viewed the 
new turn of 3ffairs. In reply to a query, 
he sai 

“The strike cannot be settled without 
the consent of the men. We are rot deai- 
‘ng in gold bricks of any kind, and you 
can make any deduction from that you 
want.’ 

There will be a conference tomorrow 
between Mr. Mitchell, the three district 
presidents and Secretary-Treasurer. Wil- 
80n, who will arrive. here tomorrow. It 
is fully expected that the sentiment of 
all the strikers will be known tomorrow 
and that action will be taken accarding- 
ly. There is talk of a convention being 
called, but there is nothing definite on 
which to base this talk. When Mr. 
Mitchell was asked if he and the district 
officers had power to end the strike he 
Said that it is a rule of the organiza- 
tion that no settlement can be made by 
the officers of the union without the con- 
sent of a delegate convention. It fs prac- 
tically certain that Mr. Mitchell's advice 
will be followed in the conference. While 
he has not said a word as to what he 
will do, it is freely predicted by those 
who understand the situation that he will 
advise a refusal of the proposition. 

; Views of Rank and File. 

The rank and file of the miners view 
the new proposal in different lights and 
make strong arguments as to their 
views. Those who are opposed to accept- 
ing the new offer looked upon the opera- 
tors’ latest move as a counter proposi- 
tion to Mr. Mitchell's offer to arbitrate, 
made at Washington. They compare the 
two offers and pick out what they allege 
to be many flaws. Their greatest abjec- 
tion to it is that the operators dictate 
to the president from what class of men 
he shall select the ‘arbitrators, and 
charge the eperators with lack of faith 


in the president, when they do not give |

During the Trip Two Deputies Forced 
Twenty-five Men to Lay Down 
Their Arms—Negro Con- 
fessed to Murdering 
Hicks Family. 


Shreveport, La., October 14-—Sheriff 
John Spradley, of Nacogdoches ceunty, 
Texas, today placed in the parish jail 
ef Caddo, in this city, James Buchgnan, 
eelf-confessed murderer of the Hicks 
family, for whom a mob of several thou- 
sand persons have been looking for two 
days. 

In order to elude the mob the sheriff's 
posse were compelled to resort te all 
kinds of subterfuges, and during their 
journey to this city two deputies ¢om- 


pelled a party of twenty-fve men te lay 


down their arms. Buchanan was cap- 
tured in a swamp near Nacogdoches. 
Mobs had gathered at Tenapa, Appleby, 
Nacogdgeches and other places, and to 
throw the mob at Nacogdoches off the 
scent the sheriff sent the negro ahead 
‘with Deputy Matthews, while he himself 
took a. train with his other companions. 
Matthews was instructed to watch for 
-the train. 

. The plan miscarried, howév¥er, as a mob 
saw Matthews and he was campellied to 
hide -in the woods with his prisoner. 
Meanwhile the crowd, believing the 
negro to be with Sheriff Spradley, was 
after that official, At Appleby the trains 
passed and Spradiey and his men got 
aboard the westbound train as a ruse: 
The crowd immediately swarmed aboard 
and Spradley and his men slipped on the 
eastbound train and were greatly re- 
lieved when they met Matthews and his 
prisoner at Logansport, La, The man 
Was brought to Shreveport in safety. All 
sorts of rumors are rife tonight, but it

and the. state board of health therefore | 
ingisted that the doctor should take out; 
a license if he ‘intended to remain here 
and practieé his profession. 

Regarding ‘the: action of the . board in | 
issuing . the summons, Dr. Egan, the \: 
secretary of the state board of health, 
said before the Vienna physician had ap- 
rHed for the license: 

“There is-no clause in the state law re- 
garding practice merely {in consultation 
cases. Dr. Lorenz, 4s we understand it, 
came from Vienna to-Chicago to operate 
on the child of Mr. Armour in consulta- 
tion with Dr. Ridion, and thefe was no 
objection to that; but now we hear that 
he intends to remain here some time and 
continue practice. This is a different 
matter, for the medical laws of this state 
require physicians to get a license to 
practice in Illinois. It is customary far 
Iiinois physicians to go to other states, 
and for physicians in other states to 
come to Illinois for consultation; but | 
if they continue to practice in other cases 
they would have to comply ‘with the 
local law governing the profession. The 
board has taken no action beyond re- 
quiring Dr. Lorenz to appear here and 
state his intention in regard to the fur- 
ther practice in Illinois. We have no in- 
tention to impose any hardship, neither 
do we intend to make any, exception to 
anybody. All must obey the law.”

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Hague Arbitration Court Decides Against Southern 


Reputlic in the Pius Fund Case--United 


States Acting for the Catholic Church. 


The Hague, October 14.—The arbitration 
court in the Pius fund case has condemn- 
ed Mexico to pay the United States $1,420,- 
682.67 in Mexican currency. The decision 
of the court was unanimous. 

The tribunal finds. 

First, That the claim of of United 
States in behalf of the archbishop of San 
Franciseo is governed by the principle 
of res judicata in virtue of the arbitration 
decision pronounced by Sir Edward 
Thornton, November 11, 1875, and amend- 


ed by Sir Edward Thornton Octeber 24, 
1876. 


Second, that in conformity with this de- 
cision the government of the United 
States of Mexico should pay the govern- 
ment of the United States $1,420,682.67 in 
money of the legal currency of Mexico, 
within the period fixed by article 10 of the 
Protocol of Washington. This sum will 
cover the total payment of annuities due 
from and unpaid by the government of 
the Mexican republic, namely, tne an- 
nual payment of $43,050.99 in Mexican cur- 
rency from February 2, 1869, to February 
2, 1902. 

Third, the government of the Unfted 
States of Mexico will pay to the govern- 
ment of the United States, February 2, 
1908, and every following year for the 
same date forever, an annual payment of 


$43,050.99 of money of the legal currency 
of Mexico. 

The decision of the tribunal was read 
by Secretary General Ruyssenars in the 
presence of the members of the diplomatic 
corps, their wives and the representa- 
tives of the litigants. 

Dr. Matezan, president of the court, 
who declared that a revision of the sen- 
tence was only possible in the event of 
new facts coming to light, thanked the 
representatives of the United States and 
of Mexico for their assistance in en- 
lightening the arbitrators. 

Mr. Ralston, of Washington, one of the 
lawyers in the case, and Seno Pardo, on 
behalf of Mexico, thanked the court for 
the care it had given to the case. Senor 
Pardo declared he was sure that so soon 
as his government learned of the court's 
award it would accept it. He must, aow- 
ever, reserve for his government the 
right to avail itself of the provisions of 
the protocol. 

How Washington Views Decision. 

Waslington, October 14.—Official news 
of the result of the arbitration in the 
Pius fund case was received here today 
from Mr. Ralston, one of the lawyers for 
the United States. He simply stated that 
the United States contention had been 
accepted as to res adjudicate and the 
full amount of the claim allowed, to be 
paid in Mexican silver. The first state- 
ment is understood to mean that the 
tribunal took the view that the decision 
of the first court, which awarded the 
claim of the church for accrued interest.

‘Rosebery and Campbel-Ban- 


nerman Cause Quarrel, 


Lady Helen Munro-Ferguson Ac- 
cused of Using Federation to 
Aid Lord Rosebery and Is 
Forced to Resign as 
President. 


— 


London, October 14—Internal strife 
growing out of the question of allegiance 
to Lord Rosebery or Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman culminated in disorderly 
scenes and striking vituperation at a 
meeting of the Scottish Women’s Liberal 
Federation, composed of the wives of 
members of parliament and other notable 
persons. 

The members were specially gathered 
to receive the resignation of the presi- 
dent, Lady Helen Munro-Ferguson, the 
late Lord Dufferin’s daughter. She ap- 
peared after the federation had passed 
a motion pledging confidence in the lib- 
eral leader in the house of commons, 
Campbell-Bannerman. It was charged 
that Lady Helen had sent out circulars: 
of Lord Rosebery’s liberal league with 
the view, so it was alleged, of turning 
the federation into an instrument of 
the former premier. 

In spite of resolutions to the contrary, 
Lady Helen persisted in staying,in the 
chair while the discussion of her con- 
duct was going on. She hotly declared 
the federation showed the most indecent 
haste in desiring to get rid af her, 
adding: “I am in the chair and in the 
chair I will remain.’’ 

One of her supporters, the wife of a 
member of parliament, made personal 
charges against thelr opponents, and in 
spite of hisses and prolonged interrup- 
tion Lady Helen persisted that she be 
allowed to continue. 

The wife of another member of parlia- 
ment declared that the executive commit- 
tee had deliberately tampered with Lady 
Helen’s circular by issuing it with under- 
lined sentences which were not marked 
by the president. This statement was 
greeted by a chorus of hisses from the 
Scotch women assembled. Then the 
delegates stood up and shouted and will 
tonfusion prevailed while the tellers for 
the vote on the president’s resignation 
were appointed. Lady Helen, referring 
to one of the. ladies chosen, said: ‘She 
could surely be trusted,’’ whereupon all 
the other tellers, believing their honor 
to be impugned, refused to act. 

Later a ballot vote was taken, and after 
the uproar had died down it was found 
that Lady Helen's resignation had been 
accepted by 133 to 68 votes. 

The countess of Aberdeen was 
elected president. 


OVER $100,000 
FOUND IN DESK 


A New York Police Captain 
Dies with Fortune Under 
His Hand. 


New York, October 14.—A fortune of 
over $100,000 was found today in the desk 
of Police Captain J. J. Donahue, at his 
desk in the station house, ‘where he 
dropped dead last week. The sum of 
$35,000 in cash was found in a small iron 
box in a drawer and diamond jewelry, 
valued at $11,000, including a solitaire ring 
worth $1,500, was found in another 
drawer. The rest of the property in- 
cluded $15,000 in United States steel stock, 
$1,000 in gold mining stock, $15,000 in 
Metropolitan Railway stock, and five life 
insurance policies of $2,000 each. 

The discovery of the treasure was a 
complete surprise, the captain having 
been thought to be worth about $75,000 in 
other property.

He was ap- 
pointed judge of the city court by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson and his decisions «were 
notable for their clearness and wisdom. 
He ran for congress against Judge Mad- 
dox several years ago and the strong 
vote of his home people was a great 
tribute to his fitness. 

He was a member of tne Methodist 
church, prominent in the Masonic order 
and member of the Knights of Pythias.

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A Very Natural Demand. 

The demand of the people of south 
Georgia to be made sharers in the 
benefits of the new fast mail service 
from the east is a very natural one 
and not, as alleged, a “remarkable” 
one. The people of that large region 
south and west of Macon, and reach- 
ing into Alabama, pay their share of 
the $175,000 that the government is 
paying for this expedited mail service 
and it is but reasonable that their de- 
mand should be heeded, or that they 
should seek through their representa- 
tives in congress to know why they 
are ignored when their necessities 
were so strongly urged in support of 
granting this same subsidy. 

Our esteemed contemporary, The 
Macon Telegraph, seems to think this 
whole question can be resolved by a 
slight change of the leaving’ time from 
Atlanta of the Southern through train 
from Cincinnati to Brunswick. If the 
people on the stretch from Macon to 
Brunswick only were interested in 
getting this new_ service, we could 
agree with its view entirely. As a 


matter of course the Southern will de- 


lay here long enough to pick up the 
fast mail for that line, and so give its 


patrons between Macon and Bruns- 


wick their mails six to nine hours 
sooner than now. 

But the greater interests involved 
lie along the lines of the great brach- 
fated system of the Central of Geor- 
gia’s Southwestern division, which be 
gins at Macon and ramifies a quarter 
of the state of Georgia and much of 
southeastern Alabama. To properly 
and efficiently carry this service te 
those sections it must begin at Atlan- 
ta, co-ordinating mail and passenger 
service, by filling the short link of a 
hundred miles from here to Macon 
with a train leaving Atlanta at an 
hour that will give it immediate con- 
nection with the branches of the 
Southwestern division at Macon. This 
is the compact, common-sense, busi- 
ness-like arrangement that is asked 
for and cannot be denied with any 
equitable excuse. : 

As to the people of south Georgia 
getting their northern mail by the 
Coast Line and Savannah, the fact re- 
mains that by the new service to com- 
mence on the 19th and by the early 


-Central train out of Atlanta, for which 


they ask, the people of that section, 
of Thomasville, Albany, Bainbridge 
and other important business centers, 
would get their commercial corre- 
‘ppondence via Atlanta from twelve to 


twenty-four hours sooner than by the 


Coast Line. And yet we are asked to 
believe that they are unmindful of 
these advantages. 

' Southern Georgia, and particularly 
the southwestern section, which is al- 
most wholly dependent upon the Cen- 
“tral of Georgia system of) roads, is de- 
veloping in population and prosper- 
ous business interests more rapidly 
than any other section of the state. 
It. has done so for ten years 
past. The Atlanta chamber 
eommerce knows the| facts and 
how the business’ relations  be- 
tween the capital of the state and 
those points -of trade and distribution 
have augmented. To serve them as 
they should be the chamber of com- 
merce took up this matter and in the 
demand for the early schedule have 
the suppert of the business interests 
of the south Georgia people. 

It is not a question of newspaper 
rivalry. Let what newspapers—those 
of Macon, Atlanta, Cincinnati or New 
York—get there as they may, but the 
general public wants its full rights in 
a mail service and a subsidy that was 
pleaded for in their name. 

Nor is it a threat to say that. if they 
are wantonly denied these rights they 
will appeal to the power that grants 
the subsidy to see that it does the 
work for which it is voted. It was 


e not given to maintain only a quick 
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New Orleans, but.to distribute that 
service equally throughout the south. 
And south Georgia will not tamely 
submit to be the only section cut off 
from the service and wholly ignored 
by the receivers of that subsidy. 


Judge Griggs as a Leader. 

The present campaign of the con- 
gressional democratic committee has 
been one of the most thorough-going 
and promising that the party has ex- 
perienced in many years. At first the 
republican experts were disposed to 
be facetious over the election to the 
chairmanship of the committee of a 
Georgia cracker congressman who had 
not previously won his spurs as 4 
national political leader. For the mo- 
ment they forgot that Georgia has al- 
ways been one of the foremost schools 
of statesmanship in the south and that 
the cracker always plays politics for 
keeps! | 

Since the tampaign opened the re- 
publicans, and, sooth to say, many na- 
tional democrats, have been awakened 
to the fact that a James Fitz James 
had crossed the track of the royster- 
ing republican Rhoderick Dhu! Con- 
gressman Griggs took up his work 
with an understanding and an ag- 
gression that could not be mistaken or 
under-estimated. The republican com- 
mittee opposing him have found that 
whichever way it turns Griggs has an- 
ticipated them. They find themselves 
put everywhere on the defensive and 
already they begin to feel the rocking 
of the earth beneath their feet. 

At this stage of the campaign it 


crats will win a majority of the mem- 
bers of the next house of representa- 
tives and will thus be enabled, not to 
complete legislation, but to defeat 
such as may be republican and bad, 
and to initiate proposals that will indi- 
cate to the people the programme of 
the democracy. 

In that event no man can be regarda- 
ed as worthier of recognition as the 
legitimate leader of the party than 
Congressman Griggs, who organized 
and fought the battle to a victorious 
finish. He will become in the house, 
as in his district, the logical succes- 
sor of the lamented  ex-Speaker 
Charles Frederick Crisp. And in the 
van of the party no man in sight would 
offer safer guaranties of loyalty, fidel- 
ity to duty and wisdom in leadership 
than Congressman Griggs. He is a 
strong man for public affairs and 
stands four-square as a democrat of 
the true-blue order. 

We believe the foremost men of the 
party think as we have written and 
that when the hour arrives to desig- 
nate the party leader in congress, 
whether to preside for a majority or 
be spokesman for a powerful minority, 
the name of our gallant Georgian, 
Judge Griggs, will lead all the rest. 


England’s Great Political Issue. 

With the reassembling of Britain’s 
parliament near at hand, no small de- 
gree of interest the world over cen- 
ters in the gfteat education bill fight 
upon which the Balfour ministry will 
stand or fall. The liberal party, rele- 
gated to the political background by 
the mad martial spirit of the British 
people, now happily calmed with the 
Boer surrender, is making its cam- 
paign for rehabilitation and reinstate- 
ment upon this single issue. There 
are many who believe that, despite 
the government’s majority of practi- 
cally 150 in the house of commons, 
the ministry is in danger, and the ac- 
tivity in administration circles at 
present would seem to indicate that 
the tories are at least anxious. A 
dissolution and an appeal to the coup- 
try before Christmas is regarded as a 
possibility. Lord Londonderry, a cabi- 
net minister, admits that there is a 
possibility of an early general elec- 
tion. 

That the education bill is a power- 
ful political card for the liberals to 
play has been demonstrated in recent 
by-elections. The tide of popular sen- 
timent is undoubtedly running high 
against the measure as advocated by 
the government, for it is calculated to 
provoke religious and class hostility 
to the zeal of a crusade, and some of 
its provisions are inimical to the Brit- 
ish conception of constitutional liber- 
ty. While in some respects the pro- 
posed statute is too complex for 
American comprehension, its essen- 
tial feature lies in the proposition to 
support church schools by general tax- 
ation. Local educational boards are 
given authority to take control of “vol- 
untary” schools when deemed advisa- 
ble and support them from the pub- 
lic educational fund. As the “volun- 
tary” school is in the main a Church 
of England institution, the education 
bill forces nonconformists and non- 
church people generally to support dis- 
tinctively sectarian schools. As at 
present organized, the school boards 
are elected by the tax payers, but it 
is proposed to replace them with 
school committees ‘appointed by the 
municipal body. Thus the taxpayers 
will be deprivéa of direct control—a 
provision designed to augment the 
power of the Chureh of England by 
virtually turning over the educational 
system of the empire to the establish- 
ed church. 

Naturally religionists of a contrary 
view, and all men who deprecate the 
union of chureh and state, are arrayed 
against the bill in solid phalanx. The 
liberal party represents their oppos- 
ing attitude, holding that the principle 
of clerical domination in a purely sec- 
ular matter is viclous and mischiev- 
ous. The weak clauses of the bfl] are 
singled out for attack, and it is ob- 
vious that the liberal contention ig 
both just and popular. The religious 
feeling is so bitter against the gov. 
ernment measure that nonconformists 
declare, should it pass, that they will 
refuse to pay their school tax assess- 
ment. It is pointed out that such a 
course, quite generally followed, would 


wreck the ministry, since the govern- 
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mail service between New York and 


The Constitution, 


really seems inevitable that the demo- 
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enough, the English Catholics, under 


the leadership of Cardinal Vaughn 
and the duke of Norfolk, have made 
common cause with the English 


jchurchmen. It is roughly estimated 
that the voluntary schools now con-| 


ducted in England by the Catholic 
church will receive £200,000 from lo- 
cal taxation if the education bill is 
passed without material amendment. 
-lowever, the Irish nationalists, who 
individually are Catholics, threaten 
stubborn opposition to the measure, 
under the lead of Redmond. There 
are, too, many liberals of the Church 


of England, who oppose the bill on the 


ground that it is reactionary in char- 
acter. 

If the overthrow of the ministry 
comes through Balfour’s insistence 
that the education bill be pushed to 
passage without conciliatory compro- 
mises, the result will be largely 
brought about from the defection of 
tories who are unable to vote for it, 
a most unlikely development. Of 
course, there have been defections 
from the liberal unionists, but that 
enough of them will return to their 
old party to endanger the govern- 
ment is not expected. They are with 
tne tories for place and power. A dis- 
solution on account of the education 
bill would mean their extinction as a 
body. The liberals are making few 
overtures to them, as they are bitterly 
regarded as renegades, 

The chairman of the Congregational 
Union of England and Wales asserts 
that he will stake his reputation that 
the education bill will prove “the 
Sedan” of the ministry. The odds, 
however, seem to be entirely in favor 
of the government winning its fight, if 
skillfully handled. 


Naming the Public Schools. 

In many cities of the country the 
happy idea of giving public scfools 
Suggestive names has been adopted. 
The usual thing is to designate them 
with the names of men or women dis- 
tinguished in local, state or national 
history. The names of Washington, 
Jefferson, Webster, Lincoln, Franklin 
and like famous Americans are fre- 
quently seen upon the facadeg of 
school buildings in the larger cities. 

There are manifest good reasons for 
thus dignifying these educational 
buildings. It is in itself educative to 
youth to associate school days with 
the name of an illustrious exemplar 
rather than to know oneself simply as 
a pupil of the Ivy street, or Fair 
street, or Marietta street school. 

Principal Slaton, of the Boys’ High 
school, is doing a genuinely patriotic 
and stimulative work in collecting 
upon the walls of that institution the 
portraits of Georgians eminent in 
many lines of large public service. 
There are no measurements by which 
we can estimate the inspirations the 
faces and fame of those men may give 
to the young Georgians who study and 
cultivate ambitions for the future be- 
neath such portraits. 

In like manner it would be of value 
—how much no man can say—to put 
the names of eminent Georgians and 
southerners upon the school houses 
of the city. Oglethorpe-and Stephens, 
and Toombs and Ben Hill, and Gordon 
and Grady! These names would in 
large measure become exemplary to 
the children and stir them in plastic 
years to emulations that would after 
ripen into character, ambition and 


achievement.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
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_ POINTS TO A ‘RESMEDY 


Pittsburg, October 14-—Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox addressed the members of the 
Chamber of Commerce at the Hotel 
Schenley. tonight. There were 700 guests 
present. The subject of his address was 
the “Commerce Clause of the Constitu- 
tion and the Trusts.” Mr. Knox was 
afterwards entertamed by W. H. Keech, 
chairman of the commitee in charge of 
the meeting. 


Address of Mr. Knox. 


Attorney Genera] Knox began his ad~ 


dress as follows: 

“The peepie, by common consent, have 
denominated the industrial and 
other corporations now controlling many 
branches of commercial business, trusts. 
The technical accuracy of the term is un- 
iumpertam, but, indeed, it is much more 
apt than might be supposed, when it is 
recalied that the essential] difference be- 
tween the old industriai trusts and the 
great corporations owning and controlling 
Subsidiary ones is that in respect to the 
former the shares of independent corpo- 
rations agreeing to act in harmony were 
jodged with a trustee who received the 
Separate earnings and distributed them 
among the holders of trust certificates, 
while as to the latter, a corporation ‘is 
created to take over the title to the stock 
or properties of the constituent companies 
and issue its own shares as the evidence 
of interest in the combination. The corpo- 
ration owner of corporations invokes 
Specific legal authority from the legisia- 
ture of the state under which it is created. 

“That there are evils and abuses in trust 
promotions, purposes, organizations, 
methods, management, and effects none 
questions except those who have profited 
by those evils. That all or any of these 
abuses are to be found in every large or- 
ganization called.a trust no one would as- 
sert who valued his reputation for sane 
judgment. : : 

“The conspicuous noxious features of . 
trusts existent and possible are these: 
Overcapitalization, lack of publicity of 
operation, discrimination in prices to de- 
stroy competition, insufficient personal re- 
sponsibility of officers and directors for 
corporate management, tendency to mo- 
nopoly and lack of appreciation in their 
management of their relations to the peo- 
ple, for whose benefit they are permitted 
to exist. 

“Corporations and joint stock or other 
associations, depending upon any statuto- 
ry law for their existence_or .privileges, 
trading beyond their own states, should 
be required to do business in every state 
and locality upon precisely the sme 
terms and conditions. There should be no 
discrimination in prices; no preference in 
service. Such corporations serving the 
public as carriere and in similar capacties 
should be compelied to keep the avenues 
of commerce free and open to all upon the 
same terms and to observe the law as 
to its injunciions against stifling com- 
petition. Moreover, corporations upon 
which the people depend for the necessa- 
ries of life should be required to conduct 
their buginess so as regularly and reason- 
ably to supply the public reeds. 


The Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 


It is earnestly contended by many that 
as it stands this law expresses the limit 
of federal power in that direction. But 
has not congress the power by its regu- 
lation to protect commerce between the 
states from being restrained by state cor- 
porations and combinations engaged in 
interstate trade, when their purpose or 
effect is to destroy the freedom of such 
interstate trade, and when their opera- 
tions are besides injurious to the general 
public? 

If the Shermen act exhausts the power 
of congress over monopolies, the Ameri- 
can people find themselves hopelessly 
impotent; facing a situation fraught wit 
the most alarming possibilities, wit 
which neither the federal nor state 
government can deal. 

While states may regulate the produc- 
tion and sale of’ articles within their own 
borders, at chese borders their authority | 
ceases. 

Jefferson, in his letter of March 43, 
1789, to Madison; says of the constitution: 
‘'This instrument forms us into one state 
as to certain objects, and gives us a 
legisiative: and executive body for those 
cbjects,”’ 

One ‘hundred years later the suprema 
court of the United States declared ‘“‘that 
in the matter of interstate commerce the 
United States are but one country, and 
are and must be subject to one system 
cf regulations, and not to a multitude of 
systems.”’ | 

These are illuminating and vital state. 
ments of the original purpose, in found- 
ing this government, to. provide for 
national control of fhtercourse, and of 
the extent of the national power over it. 
These statements were made, respective- 
ly, by that great leader of the conserva- 
tive period who was most jealous for the 
reservel rights of the states against the 
encroachment of the new national 
sovereignty, and by one of the wisest 
judges who have interpreted the con- : 
stitution’s purposes and meaning. In the 
the light of such statements, then, can 
it be possible that the people of the 
United States, feeling the pressure of un- 
doubted evils, are nevertheless totally 
powerless? Is it true that although they 
know with growing certainty the nature 
of the wrong and are seeking a remedy, 
the constitution as it stands does not 
permit them to pursue it; that amend- 
ment to that charter is first necessary; 
that the power of congress does not now 
extend over detriments injurihg the en- 
tire body of citizens in their most vital 
concerns, because these detriments ori- 
ginate in the states—although the states 
in the aggregate, and by the cooperation 
which is essential, do nothing effective 
to r2move them?

$ia year for each 2,000 inhabitants. The 
league 1s to hold yearly conventions, 
on the second Wednesday of each Orc- 
tober at some place to be decided by 
the executive committee at least thres 
months previous to the time for meet- 
ing.

The movement for a rural free delivery 
System for Fulton county seems about to 
reach a successful termination.

Advices from Washington state that 
Special Agent H. B. Moseby, of the post- 
office department, has been ordered to re- 
port to Postmaster E. F. Blodgett, of this 
city, for the purpose of looking into the 
rural mail facilities and making a re- 
port on the advisability of establishing 
rural free delivery routes in this county. 

Mr. Moseby had not reported to Post- 
master Blodgett up to a jate hour last 
night, and it was impossible to learn when 
he will reach the city, as none of the offi- 
cials have any information on this sub- 
ject. However, they are looking for his 
arriva] every day. 

Special Agent Moseby will make a de- 
tailed report of the situation, and upon 
his report the establishment of the routes 
will depend to a great extent. [It is 
thought that he will at once see that con- 
ditions are favorable for the establisa- 
ment of the rural free delivery system in 
this county and that the citizens of the 
sections surrounding Atlanta will soon be 
given the benefit of this service. 

Colonel Livingston has -been very suc- 
cessful in getting rural free delivery 
routes for the counties in his district. 
He has devoted quite an amount of time 
and energy to get this system of mail 
delivery for the rural citizens of Fulton 
county, and it is thought that his efforts 
will be crowned with success at a very 
early date.

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CANDLER TALKE 
OF FUTURE PLANS 


Will Stay Out of Politics If “The Boys’ 
Let Him Alone. 


HAS ONLY TEN DAYS TO SERVE 


Governor Candler Is Getting Ready 
To Turn Office Over to Gover- 
nor-Elect Terrell on Octo- 
ber 25—Will Leave 
For Gainesville. 


Governor Candler had a respite from 
callers yesterday, and devoted the great- 
er part of his time to straightening out 
his papers so as to have everything in 
proper shape to be turned over to Gov- 
ernor-elect Terrell. 

The date for the tnauguration of the 
new governor is just ten days off, and 
Governor Candler, with such a short time 
to serve as the state’s chief executive, 
is becoming anxious for the arrival] of 
the day on which he will return to the 
ranks of the state’s private citizens. 

Governor-elect Terrell will be inaugu- 
rated at noon on Saturday week and that 
afternoon Governor Candler will board the 
Air Line Belle, on the Southern railway, 
with his family and return to his old 
home in Gainesville 

When asked by the representative of The 
Constitution yesterday whether or not he 
would be seen in Atlanta often after his 
retirement to his Hall county home, the 
governor significantly replied: 

“T generally visit a place when I have 
business there, and when I have reason 
to come to Atlanta I shall come.” 

The governor is opposed to committing 
himself on questions that demand no an- 
swer, and he is especially reticent. as to 
his political plans for the future. Speak- 
ing of them yesterday, he said: 

“I suppose that when I leave the cap- 
itol gn Saturday, the 25th, I shall have 
finished my public service for the state. 
If the boys let me alone I am not very 
likely to appear in the political ring again, 
but if any fellow tells me I ‘daresn’t’ I 
shall be very quick to undecelive him. 
If the boys want to keep me out they 
had best lay low. 

“During the last few months I. have 
been accused of having my eye on every 
office from justice of the peace of my 
home militia district to state senator. The 
fellows -who have been writing about me 
must know more about my plans than 
I do.”’ : 

Governor Candler has held almost every 
office in the gift of the people of Georgia, 
It is a fact of record that he has never 
run a clase race, having always been 
elected by handsome majorities. If the 
governor should decide to become a can- 
didate for any office in the future those 
in a position to know state that he must 
be considered a very strong factor, no 
matter. what the office may be.

- AND THERE JS LITTLE CLEW 


Belief Is Austin Was Enticed to 
Woods and Murdered for Money 
and Valuables — Woman 
amd Two Men Seen 
In a Buggy. 


_ 


A murder, with its aimost every feature 
shrouded in deep mystery, was disclosed 
yesterday morning about 5 o’clock when 
the dead body of Mark Austin, a young 
man said to be well known in sporting 
circles, wag discovered in a field to the 
right of Jones avenue, near the outskirts 
of tne city. 

The city detective department worked 
on the case all day yesterday, but up to 
a jate hour last night no clew had been 
found svufficient to warrant an arrest. 
Several theories have been advanced as 
to the motive for the murder, but robbery 
appears to be the most popular theory. 
Austin was known to have had in his pos- 
session Monday a large sum of money 
and also some valuable diamonds and 
jewelry, all of which were missing from 
his person when the body was found, 

The murderer was merciless in . his 
crime. Two bullets from a 32-caliber pis- 
tol were fired into the back of Austin’s 
head and he was dealt four terrific blows 
on the face and forehead. The wounds 
appeared as though made by the butt end 
of a revolver or some other blunt instru- 
ment. Whether the blows were struck 
before or after the two bullets were fired 
is not known. 

The Body Is Discovered. 

The body was discovered by Thomas 
Kennedy, a hostier for the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. A path extends across 
the fie'd and Kennedy was proceeding 
along this path in the direction of Jones 
avenue when he discerned the body of 
aman iIlying near the pathway. He 
thought the man was probably sick, and 
called to him. Receiving no response he 
struck a match and a closer investigation 
revealed blood on the man’s face and 
head and the fact that he was dead. 
Kennedy then notified Bicycle Officers 
Moss and Branch, and Officer Moss noti- 
fied Coroner Stamps. 

The body was removed to the undertak- 
ing establishment of W. H. Meyer & 
Co., on Hunter street, and Coroner 
Stamps began an inquest. The officers 
and the coroner are making a thorough 
investigation of the crime, but state that 
they are at a loss to understand it. Aus- 
tin is said to have had no male chums 
and this incréases the difficulty in arriv- 
ing at the facts, as little information can 
be obtained as to his movements. 

The home of the dead man ts tn New 
Orieans, but he has been in Atlanta for 
severa] years. He was clean shaven and 
of a very dark complexion, it being 
stated by a man who knew him, that he 
was partly Spanish. He was apparenfiy 
about thirty years of age. 

Austin is said to have played the races 
at the fair grounds during the past few 
days, and it is stated thatshe won a 
considerable sum of money. He was seen 
to have a roll of bills, and in addition he 
wore a diamond ring, diamond scarf pin 
and a handsome.gold watch. Two dollars 
in money was al] that was found on his 
person yesterday morning, and this Tact 
gives strength to tne robbery theory. 

Woman in tHe Case. 

The main clew followed yesterday con- 
nects a handsome rubber tired trap, a 
woman and another man in the case. The 
vehicle was first noticed Monday night 
shortly after 6 o’clock standing at fthe 
corner of Marietta street and Jones ave- 
nue. A. H. Blankenship got off of a 
car at that point and saw a man sit- 
ting in the vehicle talking to a man 
standing .by ita side. A few minutes later 
Hal Kline, a young man, noticed the trap 
going out Jones avenue containing two 
men and a woman. James Garst next 
saw the trap shortly before 7 o'clock at 
the corner of Jones avenue and Edwards 
street, coming back in the direction of 
the city. The only occupant of the trap 
Was a man. . sa 

Garst says the trap turned into Fad- 
wards street and thence into Simpson 
street. He states that he noticed a wom- 
an walking along Simpson street and 
saw the vehicle slow up as it rounded 
the corner, although he could not tell 
whether the woman was taken in. The 
description of the trap, given by the three 
men, tally. They describe it as being a 
fine vehicle, with red wheels and a black 
body. The trap attracted the attention 
of the witnesses and they were unable 
to describe the occupants fully. 

The feature develops the theory that 
Austin was enticed to the scene of the 
crime by some strong inducement. It is 
argued that if the trap was connected 
with the murder and that one of the men 
was Austin, that the vehicle was waiting 
at the corner of Marietta street and Jones 
avenue for the woman, who later arrived 
on a car. Under this theory, the woman 
was probably used as a decoy. If 
thie theory should be true, the woman 
and man may have entered ifito a con- 
spiracy to murder and rob, or there is a 
possibility that some deeper motive than 
the mefe gain of money prompted tae 
bloody deed. It is stated that both men 
were neatly dressed. 


May Have Sought the Spot. 

Another mysterious feature is developed 
by the statement of Garst that he saw 
the same trap with two well dressed men 
on Sunday afternoon on Jones avenue, 
headed in the direction of the scene of fhe 
crime. The supposition arises that per- 
naps the men were locating some spot, 
which was to later serve a purpose. 
Tracks, made by a rubber tired vehicle 
of some description, were found yester- 
day morning near‘where Austin’s body 
lay. 

4 second theory advanced is thatthe 
deed was done somewhere in the city and 
the dead body carried out into the field. 
A man named Oliver, who resides near 
the scene, states, however, that he heard 
two pistol shots between 6 and 7 o’clock 
Monday night, but paid little attention 
to them. He says there was an inter- 
val of about a minute between the re- 
ports. It is stated by those who adhere 
to this theory that Austin was knocked 
on the head and stunned and that after 
tne body was carrig¢d to the field, in order 
to make the job sure, the bullets were 
fired into the head of the man. 

The detectives are working on every 
possible clew and are endeavoring to un- 
cavel the mystery. The mother of the 
deceased in New Orleans was notified of 
the death and she wired an answer to 
hold the body. Mrs. Austin will probably 
arrive in the city today.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, October |14.—The overnight devei- 
opments in the coal strike situation aroused 
a cheerfuj sentiment. in Wall street today, 
and the opinion was expressed that the matters 
at issue were in a fair way of adjustment. The 
monetary situation was momentarily lost sight 
of in the optimistic feeling that prevailed at 
the opening, and stocks were eagerly bought 
at advances of from |! to 4 points over yes- 
terday’s crisie. Recent speculative favorites 
in which the pool liquidation had been fore- 
most were most in demand, especially the 
coalers and trans-continental stocks. Individual 
orders for blocks of from 1,000 to 4,000 shares 
were taken at advancing prices, and trading 
was in enormous volume throughout. The 
readiness with which prices responded to the 
good news, combined with the appearance of 
London as a heavy buver, encouraged the bull 
interests to renewed efforts in driving the 
shorts to cover. The inquiry embraced all 
classes of estocks, but the largest advances 
were centered in the highest priced stocks. 
Comment was aroused over the fact that the 
active coalers did not advance proportionately 
more than other stocks, although the deman 
for them was heavier than at any other points. 
Early prices showed such a handsome profit 
to the traders who bought early yesterday 
in the semi-demoralized market that they 
commenced to unload quickly. Commission 
houses were well represented in the early de- 
mand, but the volume of realizing sales soon 
exhausted their orders and prices relapsed all 
around.

The downward movement of 
prices was accelerated by a 12 per cent call 
money rate, which recalled to mind the fact 
that the monetary situation had to be reck- 
oned with in an effort to create a bull market. 
Dealings then subsided into merely nominal 
proportions for a long time, but there was a 
steadily increasing undercurrent of strength 
which culminated in a violent buying moye- 
ment again in the closing hour, which carried 
the entire market to the best prices of the 
Gay. Prominent leaders, such as St. Paul, 
the Pacific, Reading, Pennsylvania, . Atchison, 
Sugar and Amalgamated Copper were bought 
heavily, and there was a large absorption of 
various minor stocks. The rally in prices 
was stimulated by a break in money rates 
from |12 per cent, the highest. in the fore- 
noon, to 5 per cent. The action of coal oper- 
ators in agreeing to submit the question at issue 
with the miners to a board of arbitration to 
be named by President Hoosevelt was freely 
discussed during the day, and lal news bearihg 
on the subject was absorbed with the keenest 
interest. London purchases of stocks were 
considerable, and this, combined with more 
liberal offerings of commercial bills, caused 
a rather sharp decline in sterling exchange 
rates. News of the day included the Septem- 
ber statement of foreign trade statistics which 
showed an excess of exports over imports of 
$2/,702,277, which was a reduction of about 
21 2,uUU,uv00 from the corresponding figures of 
last year. This indication of the lessened de- 
mand abroad for some of our staple products 
explains in a measure the recent firmness of 
the foreign exchange market, despite the pre, 
vailing high money rates. Nearly a million 
dollars gold was withdrawn from the Bank of 
England today for exportation to Egypt, and 
it was announced that the price of American 
eagles was advanced 4d and bar gold %4. This 
will tend, in the event of any indication of 
gold imports from here, to shift the demand 
to continental markets. The subtreasury state- 
ment shows that the banks have gained nearly 
$2,000,000 from that institution since Friday, 
and it is believed that the position of the banks 
has been materially strengthened by the early 
liquidation in stocks yesterday. It is ex- 
pected that the resumption of mining opera- 
tions will necessitate the forwarding of con- 
siderable money to the anthracite regions. In 
the final dealings the stock market commenced 
to feel the weight of the traders’ 
sales, but the demand was sufficiently large 


to prevent much impression on prices, and the’ 


closing was generally firm. 
The bond market today strengthened with 
the course of stocks and fairly active.

Notes on the Early Market.

here. The weekly weather report proved to 
be more favorable than expected, as all the 
states, with the exception of Mississippi, re- 
ported an improvement in the crop outlook, 
and the prospects for the top crop in Texas 
are flattering in scattered parts in the northern 
section. While these features were not en- 
couraging, the assumption that the coal strike 
was practically settled and easier money in 
New York caused a slightly steadier feelin 
near the close, making the net loss only 
points on the day. Light frost may material- 
ize in exposed eections of the Atlantic states, 
but there are no indications of killing frost 
being realized. The improvement of the crop 
outlook throughout the south, as indicated by 
the weather report, and the continued apathy 
shown’ by spinners, are not conducive to oc- 
casioning any enhancement in values. However, 
the more cheerfu! feeling in financial circles in 
New York and the possibility of killing frost 
momentarily making its appearance might 
cause a further advance. After reviewing the 
situation it looks as if weather conditions 
wil regulate the market during the next two 
or three weeks. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October !14:—The character of the 
Liverpool market when New York opened was 
such as to encourage buying. Prices in that 
market. were much higher than looked for. 
Local shorts were nervous, and there was gen- 
erally more disposition to support the market, 
although the government forecast df yester- 
day of frost in the southwest was not realized, 
the lowest temperature in the cotton belt being 
to 44. Nevertheless the absence of a 
cold wave wes offset by the more favorable 
industrial situation, it being regarded as quite 
certain that a settlement of the coal strike 
could not be long averted since the operators 
were prepared to arbitrate. It is pointed out 
that while the crop has been recovering of 
late, it is not susceptible of great improve- 
ment, and that the better outlook reported 
in many sections has led to a false impres- 
gion of the possibility of a heavy crop, which 
could not be made even under the best condi- 
tions all through winter. The enormous ex- 
ports continue with no signs of much decrease, 
and so jong as this is maintained it would 
appear rediculous to calculate on a lower mar-
